A few weeks ago there was a convention of prac- 


tical electricians in Philadelphia 
Among the ad- 


dresses one virtually escaped the attention of the 
«orps of reporters. .Yet of all the addresses, none 
u'as more pregnant of great possibilities. 


It was really part of the report of the conven- 


lion's committee of progress and was read by tho 
dommittee chairman, T. C. Martin of New York, 
ui authority on things electrical. 
He gave facts 


&nd figures to show that plants electrically treated 
jjrew much more rapidly than those growing under 
liormal conditions. 
Why this was so, he did not 


j.ssume to say. He simply gave the results of 
experiments. 


The work was started on Moraine farm in the 


fertile Miami river valley, four miles south of Day- 
ton, 
Ohio. Dr. Herbert G. Dorsey, an expert, had 


cha'rge of the experiments, which were fostered 
by the efforts of F. M. Tait. a former president 
of the National. Electric Light association. 


In preliminary tests, according to Martin's re- 


port, small plots were marked oft for exposure 
to different kinds of electrification. 
To Insure 


that the soil of one plot was not better than that 
of another, top earth was collected, mixed and 
eifted and then was laid to the uniform depth of 
seven inches over the entire area. 


In the soil of plot No. 1 was buried a wire 


acreen. 
Over the plot was a network of wire, 


etretcbed about fifteen inches from the ground. 
Connecting the network above the ground and 
the screen below were several wire antennae. 
The screen was connected to one terminal of a 
Tesla coil and tbe network to the other. A trans- 
former stepped a 110-volt alternating current up 
to 5 000 volts, charging a condenser of tinfoil and 
glass plates, which discharged through a primary 
of the coil.. About one hundred and thirty watts 
were operated for an hour each morning and 
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In Plot No 5 was buried a wire network con- 


nected to the terminal of a 110-volt direct current 
The positive terminal was attached to^a .m.H 
sprinkling can with a carbon alectrode in Its cen 
ter.

being that the current might f-ow from tho can, 
through the streams of water lo tho soli.

In London and other big cities must be more 
careful than ever how they take snapshots during 
wartime, for a thoughtless use of their cameras 
may easily cause them to find themselves In 
prison for a few days, to say the least, Pearson's 
Weekly remarks. 


In the early days of the war, for instance, a 


perfectly innocent Hull ship chandler, on a holi- 
day in London, with his wife, was arrested by 
the police for taking photographs of Battersea 
bridge. 
After being detained the best part of 


the day, during which inquiries were made, the 
authorities were satisfied that he was merely a 
harmless snapshotter, but nevertheless, they, 
warned him to keep his camera out of use until 
the war Is over! 
There are probably many thousands of ama- 


teur photographers who, wishing to snap scenes 
in the neighborhood, ot barracks, or other mili- 
tary or naval places', find themselves arrested as 
t they were spies. If they must take photo- 


in these war days .let them resort to the

and so easy to make! Indeed, anyone 
who can do the plain knitting stitch 
can make a bonnet by following dlrec-1 
lions: 


First, it is necessary to nnd the face 


size. This will be 12, 14 or 1C Inches, 
according to the age of the child to 
wear it. Four skeins of two-fold sax- 
ony wool will ba required, white or 
pink, as preferred. To make the bon- 
net cast on 82 stltcheB, using No. 2 
bone needles. Knit in ridges for 14 
inches, or 107 ridges, and bind off. 


To make the band round the neck 


of the crown, with a stee!, needle pick 
up one stitch from the 107 ridges. 
Start on the right Bids and decrease 
to 54 stitches by knitting two stitches 
together to end of row. Knit 13 ridges 
on these 64 stitches, then bind off. If 
the bonnet is white, inaka the turn- 
back flap of white satin or corded silk 
—a strip of ribbon about 3% or 4 
Inches' wide will answer.

UCKS KEEP DOWN MOSQUITO | 


ennsylvanla Physician Has Found 


New Enemy of the Pest—Re- 


sult of Tests. 


The duck Is one of the greatest 
nown enemies of the mosquito, ana 
bus of yellow fever and .malaria. In 
ho Journal of the American Medical 
ssoclation, Dr. Samuel Q. Dixon, the 
'ennsylvania commissioner of fcealth, 
lescribos experiments of his that sub- 
stantiate Ihe tact. After he had made 
various unsuccessful attampts to de- 
stroy tho larvae by means of fish, tie 
livtclecl the stream in which he was 


aklng his experiments into two- 


parts each about fourteen hundred 
square feet In area. One ho protected 
from thu birds and stocked with gold- 
fish; tho other pond was left as n 
feeding ground for ducks. Both-were 
ideal places for mosquitoes to breed. 
In the protected pond the mosquitoes 
flourished, In the unprotected they 
were entirely absent. 
Then he put 


ten well-fed mallard ducks into tne 
protected pond. Although at first they 
fed upon the tadpoles, they rid tho 
pond 
of pupae within 
twenty-four 


hours; and in forty-eight hours they 
had left only a few small larvae. The 
author says that numbers of. larvae 
must have been drowned, owing to tho 
commotion the birds raised in the wa- 
ter. 
"For some years," says Doctor 


Dixon, "I have been using ducks to 
kf-ep' down mosquitoes in swamps 
that would have been difficult and ex- 
pensive to drain, but I never fully 
appreciated the high efficiency of the 
duck as a destroyer of mosquito life 
until the foregoing test was made.
